Satisfactory yields of corm ar 
obtained on mick jands of the 
upper Everglades and on the loam 
soils of the Lake Okeechobee re- 
gion but the acreage has been 
limited by the apprehension of 
farmers that there may not be a 
market. The an&ouncement b 
Mr; Sebring that he had financed 
& storage and sqlling arrangement 
should remove that apprehension. 

‘A considerable acreage of corn 
has. been planted for roasting ears 
and as windbreaks to protect bean 

som 
imting to produce corn for local 
nsufTpüon. Corn from p 
nhw planted can be shelled 
stbred at the Sebring plant 
larger acreage can be acco 
dated, however. 

Although a corn crop does not 
pay as much money as a bean 
crop that "hits," the return frc 
corn is an amount that will take 
care of rent and taxes. 

For best quality and best prices 
corn should be planted in January 
or early February. Under favor 
Able conditions a crop can be made 
from seed planted later th 
February, particularly on ground 
Well drainéd and adjacent to a 
rock road.
